In 
a series of attacks around Sardinia 
and Sicily, Reuter’s correspondent 
states, two merchant vessels were 
sunk, one was badly damaged, and 
two destrovers were left blazing. 
Two large troopships were also be- 
lieved to have been hit with tor- 
pedoes. 

The attacks were made in face of 
terrific fire from Italian destroyers 
and escorting aircraft. 

Allied. fighters and bombers kept 
up day-long attacks in force all 
over Sicily in daylight. “olumns 
of marching, men and trucks and 
tanks were attacked, Several air 
battles were fought during the day 
against formations of from 15 to 20 
Axis fighters. Flying Fortress pilots 
attacked Messina and hit railway 
bridges, railway tracks, and the 
city’s industrial area.

A 20-mile Advance 


Rapidly exploiting opening suc- 
cesses in the battle for south-eastern 
Sicily, Allied troops have captured 
Augusta, one of the principal war 
bases of the Mediterranean, 
miles north of Syracuse, and 
Ragusa, to the south-west, which 
occupies. a commanding position 
over the important airport town of . 
Comiso. 

News of these successes followed 
the official communique reporting 
the capture of Palazzolo, 20 miles 
north of Ragusa, and a later 
announcement of the occupation of 
Floridia, seven miles west of Syra- 
cuse. 

Augusta, which—like Syracuse— 

ossesses a fine natural harbour 
beside a seaplane base and an air- 
field, was shelled by Allied naval 
units on Monday. |

with the murder or manslaughter of 
Joseph Doherty, his next-door 
neighbour, on 18th May.

man was his wife’s elder son, and 
that his own family and the 
Dohertys had been on bad terms 
for a considerable time, On the 
night of May 17, three men, .of 
whom two were brothers. of 
Doherty, called at witness’s door, 
dragged him out to the street, and 
beat and kicked him. When he 
got into his own house again, the 
men knocked the door off its 
hinges and broke the window. Early 
in the morning of May 18 stones 
started to come in through the 
window and the door, and the 
accused man was dodging about in- 
side, trying to ayoid them, and 
calling to the men to stop throwing 
as one of the youngsters had been 
struck, One man was standing 
between the casings of the door, and 
he was throwing about ten minutes. 
Lynch heard: the accused man shout, 
ing that if this man would not stop 
throwing he would kill some of the 
youngsters, and he (the accused 
man) would have to get his rifle. 
He mentioned the rifle about three 
times, picked up some ammunition 
and put one bullet into the rifle. 
When the shot was fired, the man 
who was shot was standing throwing 
stones, and when he was shot he 
staggered at the door. Lynch did 
not go after him, as he thought he 
was pretending, and he did not 
know who he was until after he

“INVASION PROGRESS» 


By Our MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 


invasion of Sicily has been in 

progress for about 84 hours. 
The most recent place-names men- 
tioned are Palazzclo, 20 miles due 
west from Syracuse; Augusta, to the 
north, and Ragusa, 14 miles inland 
from the South coast. 

The Palazzolo-Augusta region .ad- 
vance is a result of the stroke of 
luck at Syracuse—where, apparently 
the port installations were captured 
largely intact. It would seem, too, 
that these had not suffered too much 
from anterior Allied bombing. Here, 
then, it seems to have been 
early on to land armoured fighting 
vehicles, motorised artillery, lorries, 
etc., thus enabling a further-flung 
type of advance to be carried out. 
By contrast, on the American and 
Canadian sectors it was not, appar- 
ently, possible to get ashore “ heavy 
stuff’’ in any very notable quantity 
—hence the more shallow and patch 
character of the movement inland. 
But the mention of fighting near. 
Ragusa would seem to indicate that 
the Allies are now in at least a fair 
way to link up into a continuous 
front from Syracuse to Licata, which 
is doubtless a primary aim. 


STRENGTH OF FORCES 


The German estimate of the in- 
vading strength was four British 
divisions, one Canadian, and two 
American—in that order from right 
to left. These certainly are being 
steadily reinforced, both in numbers 
aud additions of heavier material. 
The island garrison has been placed 
_at two German and ten Italian divi- 
sions—also certainly in process 0 
reinforcement—so that it must take 
some time to build up an 
numerical superiority of @ decisive 
kind. Allied aerial advantage will 
also probably continue to grow; 
but, as against this, the help given

AXIS REACTION

expedients will, probably, be tried. 
mention has been made of an addi- 
tional air-borne division, for instance, 
apart from attempts to ferry in 
reinforcements. Byt, so far, we have 
heard nothing about massive 
submarine attack on the invasion 
armada. True, ships of this have 
been claimed sunk; but the numbers 
were not large. Up to this it would 
seem to have.been the work of such 
Axis craft as were present on normal 
duties of patrol. 

As for counter-attack, the point to 
recapture. would, unquestionably, be 
Syracuse; because by Syracuse alone 
o cea occupied to date is it pos- 
sible to supply a full-sized invasion.

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The battle for Sicily still is in 
its early stages, and it is far too 
soon yet to venture an opinion 
regarding its outcome. There can 


be no doubt that the original 
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landings of British and American. 


troops were successful at a sur- 
prisingly, small cost, Evidently 
Allied superiority in the air had 
prepared the way for the assault 
troops, most of which were landed 
by naval units; and bridgeheads 
were established at various points 
between Cape Passero and Licata. 
Having captured the Pachino 
Perfinsula, which lies at the 
south-eastern tip of Sicily the 
Allies divided their forces. The 
Americans moved towards the 
west, capturing the important 

of Scoglitti, Gela, and 


rts 
Licata; while the British, under. 


General Montgomery, worked 
their way towards the north, 
advancing along the island's 
eastern coast, Syracuse, which is 
one of Sicily’s most. valuable 
ports, was o¢¢upied during the 
week-end; and yesterday it was 
announced that the British had 
taken possession of Augusta, 
an Italian naval base of 
some importance. Later in the 
day it was reported that British 
troops had been landed on the 
beaches near Catania, where an 
air-field had been ~ seized by 
British paratroops on Monday. 
Farther inland, the British 
and Canadians are believed to 
have captured Floridia, to 
the west of Syracuse, and 
Ragusa, a city of fifty thousand 
inhabitants which occupies 
an important strategic position. 
Captain Sertorius, the German 
radio commentator, denied yester- 
day the rumour that British 
forces also had been landed in the 
region of Trapani and Porto 
Empedocle; but it seems to be 
fairly certain that the Allied 
forces have made substantial pro- 
gress since Saturday morning. 
If Ragusa has been captured a 
junction either has been effected 
between the British-Canadian 
troops, on the one hand, and the 
Americans on the other; and the 
statement that British troops 
have entered Palazzolo indicates 
that Italo-German resistance in 
the interior either has been over- 
come or has been deliberately 
weak. 

If all yesterday’s reports are 
correct, it would seem as if 
the Anglo-American Allies have 
taken possession of that part of 
Sicily south of the line Licata- 
Augusta, although, of course, 
there still may be numerous 
“* pockets’’ of resistance. If the 
Allies can capture Catania, half 
the battle for Sicily will have 
been won. It is quite clear 
that the British and Ameri- 
cans not only have complete 
naval control of the Sicilian 
narrows, but also enjoy decisive 
superiority in the air. The 
British Eighth Army, reinforced 
by Canadian contingents, was 
transported to Sicily from Alex- 
andria. According to British 


reports, its losses were negligible, 


and even the Axis reports make 


no particular claims to excessive | 


damage. So far as can be seen at 
the moment, the operations 
against Sicily provide a classic 
example of co-operntive staff work 
not only between -land, sea and 
air forces, but also between three 
different High Commands—the 
British, the Americans, and the 
Canadians. It is uncertain yet 
whether the attack on Sicily is a 
major operation, or whether it is 
in the nature of a curtain-raiser 
for the invasion of the European 
continent. The clearance of Sicily, 
if it can be completed, will be an 
operation of the highest signi- 
ficance; but much tough fighting 
remains to be done before there 
can be any talk of an Allied 
‘ victory.’” From .the purely 
Italian point of view, pos- 
session of Sicily is a matter of the 
utmost importance. Loss of the 
island would do grievous damage 
to Italian prestige at home, as 
well as abroad; and, for that 
reason alone, one may assume 
that, as the Anglo-American 
allies advance through the island, 
they will be likely to meet with 
increasingly stiff opposition. 


Trade with England 


A question which has been 
raised in Dail Eireann more than 
once was raised in the British 
House of Lords yesterday. It con- 
cerned the import of foodstuffs 
from the twenty-six counties into 
Great Britain. Lord Strabolgi 
pointed out that imports of food. 
stuffs) which might have been ex- 
pected to rise, actually had 
declined during the war years, 
and asked the reason why. Lord 
Templemore, who replied for the 
British Government, gave almost 
precisely the same answer which 
might have been. expected from 
Mr. de Valera or Or.

PUBLIC HEALTH 


MENACED 


A “thush-hush”’ policy regarding 
venereal disease which appears to 
tie the hand of public health 
authority in this country is deplored 
as ‘“‘folly” by a correspondent 
writing in the current issue of the 
Jour of the Medical Association 
of Hire. 

The correspondent says that every 
experienced practitioner knew that. 
there has heen a substantial increase 
in the incidence of venereal diseases, 
and most of them have had to con- 
tend with ‘‘the obstacles created by 
ignorance or prejudice’’ when the 
want to protect the innocent. 
Something should be done to check 
the rising tide of a disease which 
might easily produce more harm to 
the future generations of this 
country than tuberculosis had done 
in the past, urges the correspondent. 
In the case of those diseases it was 
the innocent who were most often 
the sufferers, innocent rtners 
and children, whilst charity demands 
that the consequences of moral folly 
must be adequately treated. The 
Fiat harm seemed to be done 
y ignorance, which is not the same 
as innocence. ‘' We have no right 
in a Christian country to regard any 
of our fellow-men as once men 
treated lepers.”’ 

In its editorial the Journal states 
that many problems that should be, 
and could be, approached intelli- 
gently, and so be likely to ‘achieve 
solution, are left untouched, 
because those in high places neither 
appreciate the essential need of such 
solution or deem them devoid of public 
interest.

WHEAT ‘GROWING 
EXPERIMENT 


Interesting experiments at present 
being carried out in the productioa 
of new wheat varieties were in- 
spected by An Taoiseach, Mr. de 

alera, yesterday, when, “with 
several hundred millers, maltsters, 
seedsmen and representative farmers 
from all parts of the country, na 
paid a visit to the Albert Agricul. 
tural gan. at Glasnevin, Dublin. 

In the plant breeding section he 
saw a new type rust-resisting wheat, 
yielding an average of 184 barrels to 
the statute acre, which has been 
obtained by crossing Pajbjerg—a 
Danish variety rather — ble to 
yellow rust—and Iron Master, 

For some years back the produc- 
tion of pedigree sprains of grasses 
has been engaging the attention of 
the College staff, and results ob. 
tained so far from experiments 
catried out with indigenous grasses 
indicate that ‘pedigree strains of 
these will prove superior to types 
formerly imported. At present, 
there are about four acres of Cocks. 
toot seed ready for harvesting at 
Glasnevin, and if these are. bred 
from fully for the next four years 
there will then be sufficient pedigreo 
seeds available to supply the re- 
quirements of the whole country.

Eduardo Hunter 


I had a farewell visit the other 
evening from Sefior Eduardo Hunter 
or, to give him his full name, 
Hunter y MacGregor—the Chilean 
Consul. Everybody who has known 
him in Dublin will regret that this 
bis man—so unlike the imagined 
outh American, except in his 
courtesy—is leaving Ireland; for 
during his two years’ stay he has 
made himself one of the most 
popular of the diplomatic represen- 
tatives in Dublin. 

His departure is caused by the 
standing rule of the State he serves, 
that after four years of absence 
every representative must return to 
Chile and serve for a space in the 
Foreign Office. Actually, . Sefior 
Hunter’s recall is three months 
overdue; for he spent two years in 
London before coming to Dublin. 

I believe, by the way, that, in 
spite of the northern ring: of. his 
name, he is pure Chilean. Similar 
names are not at all uncommon in 
South America. One of the best 
Argéntine novelists at present is 
named Benito Lynch, and claims 
descent from the Lynchs of Galway.
